REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant has received the Final Office Action dated April 16, 2008 
(hereinafter "Current Office Action"), in which the Examiner: 1) rejected claims 1- 
14, 16-18, 20-22, 24-31 and 33-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being allegedly 
anticipated by Rothermel et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,678,827, hereinafter "Rothermel"); 
and 2) objected to claims 15, 19, 23 and 32 as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but otherwise allowable. 

With this Response, Applicant has amended claims 1, 8, 22, and 31 to 
include the subject matter of claims 19, 15, 23, and 32, respectively, which the 
Examiner concluded contained patentable subject matter. Claims 15, 19, 23, and 
32 have been cancelled. Applicant notes that cancelled claim 15 depended from 
claim 14 and cancelled claim 19 depended from claim 18. Applicant has not 
included the subject matter of intervening claims 14 and 18 in amended claims 8 
and 1 respectively. The subject matter of claims 14 and 18 is not required to 
impart patentability to amended claims 8 and 1 respectively as shown by the lack 
of a requirement for such subject matter to make patentable amended claims 23 
and 31 . Thus, for at least the reason that the Examiner concluded claims 15, 19, 
23, and 31 were allowable, the Examiner should now find claims 1, 8, 22, and 31 
and all claims depending therefrom to be in condition for allowance. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that for at least the reasons presented 
above, all claims are in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case. It is 
believed that no extensions of time or fees are required, beyond those that may 
otherwise be provided for in documents accompanying this paper. However, in 
the event that additional extensions of time are necessary to allow consideration 
of this paper, such extensions are hereby petitioned under 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a),
